DEATH   BY   AN  EXPLOSION.

Her  screams  brought  Mr.  Ringle  to 
the  house  in  frantic  haste,  and  he  us- 
ed every  means  at  his  command  tores- 
cue  her  from  the  fierce  flames  by  tear- 
ing off  tier  clothing  and  enveloping 
her  in  quilts,  but  the  woman  was  ter- 
ribly burned  from  head  to  foot,  and 
Mr.  Ringle  himself  was  badly  injured 
in  his  battle  with  tlie  fire. 

Mrs.  Ringle's  screams  summoned 
the  neighbors,  who  arrived  in  time  to 
take  charge  of  the  helpless  and  suff- 
ering couple.  Dr.  Kingston  was  call- 
ed and  all  that  could  be  done  for  the 
immediate  comfort  of  the  sufferers, 
was  done.  No  hope  is  entertained  for 
the  recovery  of  Mrs.  Ringle.  Herhus- 
band will  get  well. — Daily  Democrat.
